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writings and discussion, but as it is the aetnal 
relation which it bears to the government, [ im- 
agine our views in regard to it will be made 
clear by putting it where it belongs. and calling 
it by its right name. 

It possesses all the qualities and features of a 
political institution. 

There are constitutional provisions for its es- 
tablishment, and legal enactments for its man- 
agement and support. 

It is the source and disseminator of that equal 
and universal intelligence which is at once the 
governor and guardian of the nation. _And as 
such, it is, by far, the most essential and funda- 
mental organ of the political body—since on its 
proper structure and successful working depend 
the health, strength and usefulness of every oth- 
er organ, and the very life and existence of the 
vreat Union. 

I understand and deeply appreciate the all but 
infinite amount of tadiridual and socol happiness 
and advantage derived from our public school 
system; but ir these features of it, beautiful 
and noble as they are, | cannot its 
highest excellence, its grandest attribute ; this 
is to be found in its expanding and purifying in- 
fluence gn the fountain of. political power. on 
the arbiter of our national policy and progress. 

In other countries, a narrow system of school- 
ing may answer. Ina nation where the people 
have assigned to them no H@zher duties than dhe 
dience to laws made for them by rulers appoiut- 
ed by the divine right of birth, and have nbd 
weightier responsibility than their inditidual 
weal; there, private, sectarian or charity schools 
may do. There, each child may receieve the 
kind of education which folly, prejudice or su- 
perstition may dictate; and may receive tliat 
only to a degree commensurate with the pa- 
rent’s means, and there will be no incongruity— 
“ fit body to fit head.” We ought not to expect 
Ynore, either from the rulers or the ruled. Nor 
should we be surprised at the general ignorance 
of a ple thus situated; on what rational 
ground can we look for a different result ! 

But no such policy as this will do for Ameri- 
ca. .To adopt it or allow it to prevail would ren- 
der our country no longer America. 

In the great matter of national intelli ante, 


recisely as in any other business, the result wi 
according to the mgans employed, and the 
mode of their application. 

The hastiest glance along the outlines of his- 
tory, cannot fail to convince us that general ig- 
norance, not general intelligence, is the ordinary 
and almost the natural state of nations; and 

that it is, therefore, more than dangerous to trust

And finally, they shall never 
receive bribes in the shape of bonuses, presents, 
or tuitions for the favors which the public has 
paid, and ought alone to pay them for dispens- 
ing. 

If such are the elementary principles of our 
national public schools, and such the mode ot 
their application, and if | have stated the natu- 
ral ian actual results, | ask again, who so blind 
as tu venture the experiment of a radical change! 
And above all, who would venture that experi- 
ment in the direction of the European system ! 
Can one be found so weak or so wicked as to 
yenture it’ Yes! Even the State of Cali- 
fornia ! 

I reflect upon this fact and record it with the 
same feelings that | should my mother’s shame. 

But with the motives which prompted this al- 
teration I have, at present, nothing todo. I am 
discussing its policy alone. 

The great national interest of common schools, 
though under the pat of the general gov- 
ernment, is still under the practical manage- 
ment of the several States; and our State, in its

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Our School Matters. 


The time has arrived when our public school 
system needs careful supervision and manage- 
ment. It must have such management, or be 
ruined. The work of destruction was begun 
when the wretched amendment to the School 
law was smuggled through the last legislature, 


| giving away the school moneys to denomination- 


al and private concerns, which the State has no 
control over. That work of destruction must be 
arrested by repeal. Then the sources of revenue 
for the school fund must be safely and rapidly 
developed. Provision must be made for the 
payment.of the interest due the fund on school 
warrants from the State. The few funds in 
hand must be properly husbanded. The doings 
of Superintendents and Commissioners in the 
various counties need looking after, that ye ob- 
vious intent of the laws be carried out in the or- 


ganization of districts, and the establishment of 


schools, so that the doings of the Commissioners 
shall not degenerate into sectarian movements, 
as in San Francisco and Sacramento counties. 

What our school affairs need, then, is a man, 
and not a political trimmer to take charge of 
them. The office of Superintendent ot Public 
Instruction is not a political office. A Politician 
is not required to fillit. itis an office which 
cannot be electioneered for in the common way. 
Propriety forbids it. To be seen in such com- 
pany and in such circumstances as candidates 
for other offices sometimes are, would be a scan- 
dal and disgrace to one who aspired to this of- 
fice, and prove him unfit for the position. No 
drinker, brawler, or bar-room declaimer is fit for 
the place. He that fills it should be a man of 
pure character, of large and liberal views, of 
refined tastes, of agreeable manners, of personal 
dignity, of the highest order of education and 
intellectual abilities, and familiar with the work- 
ing of School Systems in our country and abroad, 
and the present aspects of the School Question 
everywhere. We request our readers to look 
after such a man, and vote for him, whether in 
nomination or not.

He has 
just returned from a trips to the mountain range 
east of Los Angeles, and extending to San Ber- 
nardino, and expresses the highest gratification 
with the resulfof his labors in procuring new 
and choice specimens of plants. 
no field in the world for botanical study, equal 
to this in California in the number and variety 
of its objects of interest. He found the Walnut 


and Chestnut indigenous to certain portions of our 


State. The latter he describes as an evergreen 
of much beauty, which would make a very or- 
namental shade tree for door-yards. Strange as 
it may appear, he found the season less advan- 
ced at San Bernardino than in the Sacramento 
valleys of the North. Flowers of the same 
kind, blown there four and six weeks later than 
in the dry vafleys of the North. This he attri- 
butes to later rains and the near vicinity of the 
mountains. It is the intention of this gentleman 
to proceed at once to Calaveras county and ex- 
amine the mammoth timber recently discovered 
there, and then proceed northward to the eleva- 
ted regions between the upper Yuba and Feather 
rivers in search of some rare forest seeds.

San Jose Valley. 
CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. 

The extent, fertility, climate, and vicinity to 
market of this valley render it the most impor- 
tant agricultural district in the State. . It may be 
said properly to extend from a point midway the 
bay of San Francisco, and clasping its waters on 
either side to continue on until it meets the val- 
ley of San Juan, some forty miles below. In 
width it varies from fifteen to twenty miles. It 
furnishes no timber but the oak and sycamore, 
and these are principally found along the-water 
courses. On the mountains to the west, or coast 
range, is found an abundance of red-wood tim- 
ber for building and fencing purposes. This re- 
quires to be hauled a distance of ten or fifteen 
miles to be made available. We were surprised 
to find so much of the valley enclosed with sub- 
stantial fences and divided off among actual 
settlers. We suppose there is no part of it, of 
any value, that isnot appropriated by them, hold- 
ing either under a Spanish title, or, perhaps 
more common, by preémption right. 

The productiveness of its soil, whether in cere- 
al grains, or ‘in vegetables, its abundant crops 
well attest, and is too well known to need fur- 
ther comment. The former require no irriga- 
tion, and can be grown anywhere on the plains : 
the latter love moist lands, Or irrigation for a 
time after the dry season has set in. Potatoes, 
however, we have been told, do very well most 
anywhere if put in very early. atd well rooted 
before the rains have entirely ceased. 

The climate of this beantiful valley no one 
ean well appreciate, who has not made trial 
beth of the excessive heat of the interior valleys 
and the cold winds of San Francisco. Here the 
two climates seem to meet in a temperature so 
agreeable that one feels never languid from heat, 
nor chilled by ocean winds. The air cools a 
little at night-fall, and early in the morning the 
thermometer, we should judge, would stand at 
65 degrees, and rise from 75 to 85 during the 
day. The range, however, at times is greater, 
but will not vary materially from this unless in 
the extreme heat of summer. This is just the 
climate for living in the open air, under heaven's 
broad canopy, and maintaining in the pursuits of 
an active life, sound health and undeeaying 
vigor of body. ; 

San Jose is last becoming a favorite resort for 
the tired denizens of our cities. It is a point 
now easily reached, and when the railroad shall 
connect it with San Francisco, the whole valley 
along the line of travel will be adorned with vil- 
las, the dwelling spots of our merchants doing 
business in town, and returning each night 
to their homes in the country. It contains now 
some tine private residences, around which trees 
and vines are beginning to cluster, and other 
evidences of taste and retinement. Its gardens, 
watered by a canal leading from the river Guade- 
lupe, yield with care the finest fruits. It has 
some most agreeable and intelligent families, 
and society is continually improving. There 
are four Protestant churches here:—one Presby- 
terian, two Methodist and one Baptist, and one 
Roman Catholic. 

Two very good hotels furnish the visitor with 
quiet rooms and substantial comforts. Is he 
disposed for a ride and sport in the country! A 
stage leaves the Mansion House three times a 
week for Gilroy, San Juan and Monterey. Ev- 
ery morning a carriage runs to New Almaden, 
the famous quick-silver mines, which lie hidden 


'in a beautiful valley, twelve miles distant, and 


returns the same evening. Orsaddle horfes ean 
be procured for a tripto the mountains, in whose 
streams fine fish are caught, and where, among 
the toot hills, are seen plenty of deer, and not 
unfrequently grizzlies. The scenery among 
these retired places, or as seen from a higher 
elevation on the mountain side, is really en- 
chanting, and with its clear waters, pure atmos- 
phere, and delicious quiet, is a very paradise to 
an invalid, or care-harrassed man.

IRMKGULARITY OF THE MAILS. 


A correspondent at Santa Cruz writes us at 
length, in :eference to the uncertainty attending 
the transmission of mail matter from this city fo 
that place. He states that packages of papers 
marked “ Santa Clara” are repeatedly forwarded 
to “ Santa Cruz” instead of being retained at 
the proper post office —that our subscribers 
at Santa Cruz have failed at times receiving 
their papers at all, and they often come two and 
three weeks behind the time—and says, “ last 
nights mail brought over our usual number, and 
an extra package of your paper, addressed 
“ Santa Cruz,” but on examination it was found 
they did not belong to this office, having upon 
each paper a name not at all familiar to the Post- 
master; the original wrapper appeared to have 
been torn off and the papers enclosed in another. 
it is not an uncommon thing for whole packages 
of our letters to be opened at Santa Clara, and 
lay there a week, and every mail brings us let- 
ters and papers intended for that office. Mis- 
takes and failures have been so frequent of late, 
that this community have lost all confidence m the 
mail and its Agents, aud are now entrusting their 


) business correspondence to the Steamer.” 


If these statements be true, and we give them 
on the authority of the writer, the post office at 
Santa Clara must be in a wretched condition, 
and ealls loudly for an overhauling at the hands 
of the P. O. Agent. We hope this officer, whose 
bud@ess it is to supervise mail matters on this 
coast, will look into the condition of some of 
these country post offices, and where men are 
found either too incompetent or too mdolent to 
perform the «duties of their otlice, let them be 
discharged mstanter, and good men be put in 
their place. Evils of this nature affecting the 
interests of a large community are very grievous, 
and should be at once corrected. We trust they 
will be. Tne writer continues as follows: 


In business matters we are at present under 
arrest; the fall in the market for our staple pro- 
duct has operated as an opiate upon potatoe dig- 
ving. The Reaping machine and the Cradle are 
in full operation and the wheat and barley crop 
will give a handsome return. 

A new field for labor and enterprise has lately 
unfolded itself: gold has been found in the 
mountains which encirele our quiet valley: 
numbers have gone up with their picks and pans, 
and already favorable reports have reached us. 
The Rocker and Long Tom, and the other ap- 
pendages for more extensive operations are 
being constructed : men have returned with their 
dust: I have seen and weighed it. There is not 
a doubt that gold can be found in suttlicient 
quantities to pay the steady, industrious miner 
from four to eight and twelve dollars a day; but 
1 would not wish to lead any one into the belief 
of “Gold Mountain”’—* Lakes” or “ Bluffs :” 
yet there is gold, and enough to pay as well as 
a majority of the present Diggings. 

In the village. the mechanes’ sledge and ham- 
mer may be heard at all hours of the day. Stores 
and comfortable residences are multiplying 
around us. Families are arriving with almost 
every return Steamer, to meet their long absent 
husbands, and the sweet, domestic joys of a 
New England home are not now strangers among 
us. - 

Surely. with gold in our mountain*ravines, 
and an abundance of the finest timber upon the 
hill sides, with a fruitful valley at their feet, re- 
posing in the calm security of a climate un- 
surpassed for beauty and healthfulness, may 
we not hope yet to emerge trom our seclusion 
and vie successfully with other portions of our 
growing State. 

What other place in California, I ask with 
pride, can boast of as many untailing resources 
of wealth and comfort.

The only toreign advices of importance brought 
by the last steamer, is the position assumed by 
Russia in the avowed entry into, and occupation 
of a portion of the Turkish Empire. From the 
tenor ot the European and Eastern press upon 
this subject, we infer that a war is anticipated— 
one too, which must almost necessarily involve 
both France and England in its issues, and very 
possibly compel them to a participation in it. 

The Russian Autocrat, who may be styled the 
head of the Greek Church, had resolved upon 
demanding certain religious privileges for the 
members of that Church in the Turkish Domin- 
ions, Which the Porte did not consent to accord 
when claimed. Upon this flimsy pretext, the 
armed ocenpation of Moldavia and Wallachia 
was decreed: and detachments of Russian 
troops had crossed the Pruth at various points 
to take up position within their limits until the 
Sultan should yield to the demand made upon 
him, or declare war upon Russia, a measure ut- 
terly impracticable (unless he count his own de- 
struction,) without the aid of two great powers. 

Although this high handed act of injustice 
committed by Russia, would afford a very rea- 
sonable pretext for war, for which the Turks 
are ever ready, yet there are so many con- 
siderations of policy to be observed at the pre- 
sent, that it is very questionable if Turkey will 
be permitted to resent the indignity offered by 
the Czar, by embroiling itself in a war which 

must not only be disastrous in its results to it- 
self, but destructive of interests deemed vital 
by Great Britain, and also, though in less de- 
gree, by France. Upon the whole, we incline 
to the opinion that peace will continue.

A parly was 
held for a few moments during which Joaquin 
dictated to two ef his men answers to Love's 
——. Capt. Burns, who was familiar with 

e robber’s countenance, immediately pointed 
him out and the fight commenced. 

Joaquin, while fleeing to avoid the shots aim- 
ed at him, would drop, Camanche-like, upon the 
side of his horse, showing only one limb, and 
the ball having passed, he would resume his 
seat with the activity of a cat. He made a dash 
for a dicular bluff some fifteen feet high, 
which overlooked an arroyo and ey 
horse down u its dry bed, inki none 
would follow his dangerous i. But a young 

named Henderson followed him, firing 
his into the robber’s horse as he leaped.— 


The outlaw’s gallant animal had been wounded 


several times, and after the leap he made a few 
ineffectual attempts to run but at length sank 
down, atid Joaquin then fled a few on 
foot; he, like his horse, had received several 
wounds, and before he had ran thirty yards, two 
of the R rs who had cut him off from a 
ravine, fired again into his body when he fel 
holding up his right hand through which a bal 
had ied, he said, “No tiro mas—yo los 
muerto,”—Shoot no more: I am dead!

His appointment ix said to be urged 
by powerlul influences. 


Franklin C. Gray, who came to California in 
the spring of °49, became part proprietor of the 
El Dorado Saloon in this erty, and had attained 
vreat wealth, and was for a time an Alderman 
in this city, aged about forty-two years, comunit- 
ted suicide, while laboring nnoder an aberration 
of mind, on the 15th ult., by throwing himself 
across the track of the express railroad train at 
the New Rochefle Depot, in New York. He 
was very wealthy, being in receipt of a monthly 
income of $3,000. He had recently been mar- 
ned, in Washington, to a young and yceomplish- 
ed lady, and had fitted up a magnificent house 
in New. York city. 


A.aspamMa.—Hon. Richard W. Walker has ac- 
cepted the Whig nomination for Governor, He 
comes out strongly and handsomely for Internal 
Improvements, approves of the plan of loaning 
the credit of the State for such purposes, and en- 
dorsés the new Railroad projects. and encourages 
the Cemmon School system, fon the complete 
establishment of which no sacrifice is too great. 


Groreia.—Hon. Charles J. Jenkins tormally 
accepts the nomination of the Conservatives tor 
the Governorship of the State. He dislikes in- 
tervention and innovations, is in favor of econo- 
my in Government, and goes for the moral and 
social improvement of the people of Georgia. 


The Democratic State’ Convention, of Maine, 
metat Bangor on the 30th ult, and proceeded 
to ballot for a candidate far Governor. Albert 
Pillsbury received 399 out of 615 votes, and was 
declared duly nominated. 


The New-Hampshire Legislature tinally ad- 
journed on the 2d ult. All the Jaws to regulate 
the sale of Liquor, and a great part-of the Bank 
bills, have been postponed. A very stringent 
enactment concerning Railroad accidents and 
the management of trains on Railroads, has been 
passed. 

The Legislature of Connecticut adjourned on 
the Istinst. The proposition to call a Constitu- 
tional Convention was defeated. “ Gov. Seymeur 
vetoed the Liquor Bill, and the House sustained 
him by a vote of 126 to 71. 


The War Department has very late advices 
trom Gov. Lane, detailing the history of his re- 
cent efforts to introduce pastoral and agricultural 
pursuits among*the Apaches—he meets with en- 
couraging success. 


There is considerable excitement the fish 
ing towns at the delay of Government in sending 


men-of-war to the fishing grounds, and the 
Steam-frigate Princeton, Commander Eagle, 


sailed from Norfolk for Portsmouth, N. H., 
whence she is to proceed without delay to the 
fishing grounds. The steamship Fulton, the re- 
pairing of which has just been completed at the 
Gosport Navy Yard. will sail in a few days for 
the sane destination. The sloop-of-war Decatur 
has also been ordered to the fishing grounds. 


Large quantities of munitions of war have 
recently been sent to the depots dh the North- 
western Boundary. 


The opening of the Crystal Palace took place 
July 14th, in presence of an immense concourse 
of citizens, native and fore: President Pierce 
and Cabinet and distinguished Representatives 
from European countries honored the occasion. 
The Governors of many of our States, and Gen’! 
Scott were there. Bishop Wainright made the 
opening prayer. Theodore Sedgwick, President 

the € -stal Palace Association, then welcom- 
ed President Pierce in an address, who made a 
speech_in reply. e whole affair went off in 
fine style, and the display was brilliant. New 
York, during the day was in a furor of excite- 
ment, and a grand banquet came off at Metropo 
litan Hall, at which President Pierce and Cabi- 
net and distinguished guests were present. 


New Crystat Patace.—The building 
has advanced rapidly towards completion, and the 
ar ments of the interior are already now 
com leted, so that the various description of 
articles are alloted to the several divisions.

snits which have followed several enter- 
prises undertaken by the Rhode Island 
Society for the Encouragement of Do- 
mestic Industry, make us desirous that 
some of its members should give their 
attention to the facts which have latter- 
ly been developed touching the breeding 
of fish. We take it, from what we see, 
that the practicability of breeding fish, 
not only in private ponds, where it has 
long been practiced, but in rivers, where 
the fishery is open to the public, has 
been satisfactorily tested; and we sup- 
pose that for a very moderate sum, com- 


rivers might be stocked with shad, 
salmon and other fish, which formerly 
abounded here, but which have become 
almost extinct. 

The marvellous fecundity of fish, a 
single spawn often supplying millions of 
eggs, is inost favorable to the success 
of such experiments. Nothing of the 
kind could be attempted with a view 
merely to private advantage ; the rivers, 
if stocked at all, must be = stocked for 
the benefit of all who choose to fish in 
them; and if the frequent fishing, with 
the destructive habits of the fish upon 
each other, and the many ways in which 
they are lost before maturity, should ex- 
hanst the rivers they can be stocked 
again. It is only necessary to obtain 
the spawn at the proper period, and to 
place it where it will be protected until 
it ishatched. Once fairly in the water, 
the fish will take care of themselves.— 
We think that this subject is worthy of 
serious consideration, and we know of 
ho quarter in which the initiatory step 
could better be taken than in the Do- 
Society, 

Now that the Seeretaryship of the 
ssociety has been made permanent 
Hollice, and placed in the hands of so 
competent: and gualefied a gentleman, 
we hope that the subject may be favor- 
ably brought to the attention of the 
board.— Providence Journal.
